en OH to tbc Condition of Corn — 


Tho Late Freeze. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Sept. 12.— September 


returns to the department of agriculture in- 
dicate a lower condition of corn than iu Au- 
gust in every section of the country, and in 
nearly every state. Tho only gains in the 
west are in Missouri, Kansns and Nebraska, 
where a slight improvement is indicated. 
Minnesota stands as in August, Arkansas 
makes a gain of ono point, and Georgia and 
Alabama remain as in August; but all the 
other cotton states show a heavy decline. 
The 
(igures are 
also 
much 
reduced 


for each of tho middle states. The com 
surplus states show changes as follows: 
Ohio, reduction from 39 to 82: Michigan, re- 
duction fronts to CO; Indiana, reduction 
from 95 to S."; Illinois, reduction from S'i'to 
8:J; Iowa, reduction from So to 80; Missouri, 
increased from SI to 84; Kansas, increased 
from 90 to 301; Nebraska, increased from 
MtoS7;New York, declined from 00 to 77; 
Pennsylvania, declined from 99 to 89. 


The general average condition of tho corn 


crop on September 1 was a decrease of five 
points during tho last month. Tho -cause of 
this reduction, so nearly universal, is drought, 
which is reported from every state of the At- 
lantic coast, tho gulf coast, tho Ohio valley, 
and beyond tho Mississippi to the crest oC tho 
divide between that river and tho Missouri. 
Between the Ohio river and the lakes tho dis- 
tribution o£ rain has been unequal. In a few 
places there has been an excess, while a de- 
ficiency if; generally reported. 
The crop is 


nenrly everywhere late, requiring ono to two 
weeks longer than usual to mature. Where 
Kansas and Missouri seed was planted in 
more, northern territory, tho crop is still 
later, causing much apprehension as to its 
ripening. While planting was late, and tho 
•early season too wet, with drought following, 
tho average temperature of the summer has 
been low, making a full yield tOi impossi- 
bility. 
Telegraphic 
communication 
with state 


agents up to 3 o'clock shows that the recant 
Crosts damaged corn north of tho fortieth 
parallel. The Ohio agent places the injury 
iu that state at 20 per cent 
The Indiana 


agent estimates tho loss at 10 to 20 per cent 
in thu northern section and 5 in tho middle 
belt.

Terrible Boiler JMo«-1Ip at'Cleve- 


land. Ohio. 


CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 12.—At S o'clock p. 


m., two of a battery of four boilers at blast 
furnace No. 1 of tho Cleveland Boiling Mill 
company, in the Eighteenth ward, exploded 
•with terrific force, 
Tho boiler house and en- 


gine house were totally demolished and a 
portion of the boilers was thrown a distance 
of over five hundred feet. Nearly a score of

the furnace, aud, strange as it may seem, but 
tour of them were seriously injured. Furnaca 
No. 1 was not ninning'at the time of the ac- 
cideut, liaving been blown outfpr rcpairs,but 
the boilers were used to gorfWfci steam for 
another furnace.
